Conservatives Disturbing Public 
‘Order at Matanzas. 


Terrible Suffering Among the Re- 
concentrados — Many Dying of 
Disease and Starvation — Insur- 
gent Bands Very Active. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

HAVANA (via Key West, Fla.,) Nov. 
21.—La Lucha in a recently published 
editorial expresses doubt as to the sin- 
cerity ot the friendship for Spain pro- 
fessed by the American: government 
and says: 

“If the American government cannot 
prevent the sailing from the ports of 
that country of expeditions in aid of 
the insurgents, and does not respond 
in other ways to Spain’s efforts to come 
to favorable terms, it is useless for 
Spain to maintain friendly relations 
with America.” 

Reports from Matanzas say that the 
Conservatives having become enraged 
at the change in the government's pol- 
icy are disturbing public order. Ex- 
Mayor Crespo initiated the disorderly 
conduct by publicly giving offense to 
Sefior Armas, the new civil, governor 
of the province. The Chief of Police 
followed Crespo’s lead by endeavoring 
to prevent aid being given to the suffer- 
ing reconcentradoes by newspaper cor- 
respondents and others. Of the recon- 
centradoes in Matanzas, numbering 
more than fifty thousand, seventy-nine 
died in two days, thirty-seven from 
hunger. Yesterday seventeen deaths 
were reported, a large proportion of 
which were the result of starvation. 

In Jaruco about per cent. of the 
deaths are caused by starvation and 
the same is true of many other towns, 
owing to.the lack of proper clothing 
and blankets, the situation of the re- 
concentradoes is becoming worse as the 
Wihter season approaches, despite’ the 
-efforts made to relieve them. 

Horrible episodes are of daily occur- 
rence among the reconcentradoes. After 
lying for three days on the sidewalk in 
front of a house in Matanzas a poor 
negro woman, who was suffering ter- 
ribly and was unable to move, was 
carried away by a flood caused by a 
great downfall of rain. A short time 
afterward her dead body was found a 
few blocks away and at.last reports 
was still lying in the gutter. 

Marshal Blanco has appointed thirty- 
four new ‘employés at the custom- 
house. Of these five are native Cubans 
and the remainder Spaniards and Re- 
formists. The Autonomists are greatly 
disgusted by their appointments. Sixty 
persons employed about the docks and 
500 others in various parts of the isl- 
and have joined the revolutionists, and 
a number of prisoners at Guines, who 
were pardoned under the proclamation, 
have returned to the insurgents. 

Smallpox is raging in the neighbor- 
hood of the insurgent headquarters in 
Pinar del Rio, and there are in the 
hospitals and the hills 1700 persons suf- 
fering from the disease. 

It is stated by a prominent citizen 
of Pinor del Rio, according to an of- 
ficial report, that there are 1300 armed 
insurgents in the province, including 
the bands which have recently entered 
the province under Maria Rodriguez 
and other leaders. 

Gen. Hernandez Velasco confirms the 
statement that the insurgents in Pinar 
del Rio are abundantly supplied with 
ammunition. Seventy of Velasco’s men 
have arrived at Pinar del Rio suffering 
from wounds received in recent engage- 
ments. 

The financial situation of the military 
administration is bad. The soldiers 
have not been paid in eight months. 
There is a scarcity in the meat supply 
for the hospitals, and in many towns 
ne meat has been obtainable for many 
ays. 

Gen. Losada, sub-inspector of the 
Health Department, said recently to 
the correspondent of El Imparcial, in 
Madrid, that there were actually 35,000 
soldiers in the hospitals in Cuba, and 
that about 15,000 of this number were 
any disease, but 
simply from need of nourishment. A 
band of insurgents recently fired on the 
ae of San Nicholas, Havana prov-.

Is Alger Guardian of 
the Treasury? 


Him Much Concera. 


He Recommends a Big Cut in 
Appropriations. 


Indorses the Lake Washington Ship 
Canal but is Mum on the‘ Sub-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—In his 
first annual report Secretary Alger 
transmits without reduction the esti- 
mates of the chief of engineers for the 
next fiscal year, amounting to $48,728,- 
160, more than double the appropria- 
tions for the current year. He says 
these are largely in excess of what they 
should be at a time when the demands 
on the treasury are as great as now. 
Therefore he recommends a large re- 
duction. 

In justice to the chief of engineers, 
Secretary Alger says that these esti- 
mates were made by his own direction, 
that the facts might be placed before 
Congress, showing what the expendi- 
tures would be, were all the require- 
ments of the river and harbor laws 
complied with, and he cites the fact 
that the outstanding continuous con- 
tracts for river and harbor work will 
require an expenditure of over $17,000,- 
000 for the next fiscal year. 

The Secretary indorses the project 
for the construction of a ship canal 
connecting lakes Union and Washing- 
ton with Puget Sound, but states that 
active operations cannot be com- 
menced for some time, as the right-of- 
way has not yet been acquired. : 

Secretary Alger makes many recom- 
mendations for the betterment of the 
administration of the War Department, 
based on the conclusions of his subor- 
dinate officers. He asks favorable con- 
sideration for the proposition to add 
two regiments to the artillery branch, 
pointing to ‘the valuable fortifications 
now being erected which, he _ says, 


guard. 

He says of Alaska that as many as 
100,000 people will be gathered there 
next year and a military force should 
be sent to the Territory and large 
emergency powers should be granted 
to the President to repress lawless- 
ness. Probably the creation of addi- 
tional military reservations like that of 
St. Michaels may be the best means to 
meet the problem.

Until recently the hospital at Hot 
Springs was open only to soldiers of 
the regular army, but Secretary Alger 
has just amended the iegulations so 
as to authorize thé admission of sutt- 
able cases among the veterans of the 
late war. 

In the opinion of the Secretary an 
increase in the engineer corps in offi- 
cers and in enlisted men is indispensa- 
ble. He points to the 
value and extent of tne work now in 
the hands of this corps, and contends 
that it could be better supervised and 
improved in quantity and quality by 
the assignment of more officers, which 
is now impossible. 

Secretary Alger especially commends 
for patriotism, generosity,and zeal, 
Col. Buffington and Capt. UCrosier, the 
inventors of the. disappearing gun car- 


j riage, who generously donated the in- 


vention to the government. 

The report closes with the renewal 
of the recommendation that provision 
be made for the erection in Washing- 
ton of Gen. Grant's monument. 

The estimates for the next fiscal year 
aggregate $96,258,445, as against $62,832. - 
417, the amount of the appropriations 
for the current year. The principal 
items of increase are rivers and har- 
bors, where the estimate is $48,728.160, 
as against the appropriation of $23,273, - 
028: fortifications and seacoast de- 
fenses, $13,378,571, as against $9,517,141, 
and military posts, parks and ceme- 
teries, $2,558,639 against $889,867. 


SERI INDIANS BESIEGED. 


MEXICAN TROOPS ENCAMPED ON 
TIBURON ISLAND. 


They Will Remain Till the Savage 
Inhabitants Surrender and Sign 
a Treaty of Peace—Their Homes 
Abandoned.

FIRE IN MELBOURNE.

NOGALES (Ariz.,) Nov. £1.—A serious 
and fatal wreck occurred last night on 
the Sonora Railroad, forty miles north 
of Cumaral Station and thirty-three 
miles south of Nogales. Freight train 
No. 4, due in Nogales about 7 o'clock, 
arrived at Agua Zarca, twelve mileg 
from Nogales, loaded with oranges, 
Here it was necessary to set out of the 
train, on account of a steep grade, 
three cars of oranges which were set 
on a side track and cut loose from the 
engine. The brakes would not hold apd 
the cars started down the steep grade 
to meet passenger train No. 2, due at 
Nogales at 7:30 p.m. 

For twenty-one miles the runaway 
train dashed along and crashed into 
the passenger train. Engineer George 
Barker of the passenger train saw his 
danger, but too late. He had only 


came. 

The engine of the passenger train 
was completely demolished and thrown 
into the ditch, with the body of the 
engineer under the wreck. One refrig- 
erator car of oranges is a total wreck. 

The fireman was found on top of one 
of the driving wheels of the engine, 
badly burned and bruised and will 
probably die. 

Express Messenger J. D. Milton was 
thrown the full length of his car and 
badly, though not seriously, bruised. 

Engineer Linder of the freight chased 
the runaway cars for seven miles, but 
could not catch them. He came into 
Nogales and reported. A special train 
was immediately made up and sent out 
in charge of Trainmaster E. J. Gibson 
and Roadmaster George Montague, and 
with Drs. Wells and Chenowith on 
board. The train returned this morn- 
ing at 5:30 o'clock, bringing in the body 
of the engineer and the delayed pas-

Soudanese Troops HRevelt and Ate 
tack British Forces.

ZANZIBAR (East Africa,) Nov. 21L—

volt among the Soudanese troops in 
Maj. McDonald's expedition in the lake 
country south of the Equatorial prov- 
inces.

appears that the expedition was 
advancing into the interior from.the 
Uganda country for a point as to 
which informaticn is wanted. On Octo~ 
ber 19 the mutineers, assisted by 
150 Mohammedan tribesmen, attacked 
the camp at Usoga. 

In the fierce fighting that followed 
Lieut. Fielding, Maj. Thurston, En- 
gineer Scott, Civil Officer Wilton and 
fifteen soldiers were killed. The 
wounded numbered thirty, including 
Capt. McPherson and Chief Civil Officer

ejected, after losing 100 killed and 
wounded. 

McDonald has been joined by the 
Usoga native army, and it is hoped 
that he will be able to quell the 
mutiny after a few weeks. 

A detachment of Indian troops from 
Mombaza will start immediately to re- 
inforce Maj. McDonald.

A Syndicate to Operate in Alaska on 
a Big Scale Next 
Year, 


HOTELS, BOOZE AND GAMBLING. 


MINERS TO BE GIVEN A CHANCE 
TO DROP THEIR WADS. 


Proposed Rail and Aerial Transit 
Over Chilcaot Pass—Washington 
Railroads Badly Washed Out 
by the Late Rains. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Nov. 21.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] A syndicate of San 
Francisco and Puget Sound liquor men 
and knights of the green cloth is mak- 
ing preparations to operate in’ Alaska 
on a large scale next year. To South- 
eastern Alaska and on the Yukon 
River, as well as in the Klondike their 
operations will extend. The men pri- 
marily interested are Joe Harvey, Billy 
Dormer and David Argyle of San Fran- 
cisco, and “King” John Malone, presi- 
dent of the Warwick Liquor Company 
here. : 

Last fall Harvey backed a party of 
five gamblers, including Argyle and 
Malone, which reached Fort Yukon en 
route to Dawson., They returned in 
October, each having several thousand 
dollars of gold from Minook Creek, 
where: they stopped two weeks, 

To make sure of reaching Dawson in 
the spring, two parties will be sent in. 
One, headed by David Argyle, will start 
over Chilecoot in February, and another 
party will take the first steamer for St. 
Michaels. 

John Malone, who returned from San 
Francisce last night, says the syndicate 
intends to operate its own steamer on 
the Yukon River, and plans for its con- 
struction are now under consideration. 
It was decided in San Francisco that 
Malone should leave here. December 1 
for Wrangel, Juneau, Dyea and Skag- 
way to look over the situation there 
and secure locations. Hotel, liquor and 
gambling business will be conducted in 
these towns, as well as in Rampart 
City and Dawson. An effort will be 


next year. If gambling is stopped by 
the Canadian police, operations in that 
line will be confined to American terri- 
tory. 

It was expected at first to interest 
Charles Fair_in the hotel part of the 
project, but his anticipated removal to 
New York may prevent. After his re- 
turn from Alaska, John Malone will go 
to Kentucky to purchase a stock of 
liquors for use in Alaska. 

DYEA RATLROAD. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—Henry 
L. Martens of New York, who repre- 
sents Tacoma and New York capital- 
its interested in building a railroad 
from Dyea over the Chilcoot Pass to 
Crater Lake, is here. He says the first 
eight or ten miles of the road out from 
Dyea will be the usual railroad gauge 
construction. It will end at the mouth 
of Dyea Cafion. Sixty men are now en- 
gaged on the work, at $3 per day. 

“The second division of our line,” 
he said, ‘‘will be an aerial tramway 
from the mouth of Dyea Cafon over 
the Chilcoot Pass.

Dispatch.] Mrs. Elizabeth B. Voorhies, 
M.D.. is dead. She was 70 years of 
age. and her death was due to con- 
sumption. 

Dr. Voorhies was one of the first 
women in this country to take up the 
practice of medicine. As Miss Fliza- 
beth Albright she studied medicine 
under the late Dr. Kirby, and at- 
tended lectures at Bellevue. She was 
admitted to the practice of medicine 
and built up a large practice among 
women. She did not visit patients, ?e- 
ceiving them at her office entirely, .

Latham 
of California, who had been one cf 
her patients, offered her a fee of 74000 
to visit California and give her treat- 
ment for three months. The offer 
wes accepted.

COL. TRENHOLM’S VIEWS ON 
CURRENCY REFORM. 


He Recommends Fusion of Green- 
backs and ‘Sherman Notes Into 
One Form of Paper.

PERTINENT SUGGESTIONS REGARD- 
ING BANKING METHODS.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Col. Wil- 
liam L. Trenholm, 
troller of the Currency under Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s first administration, 
has just submitted his views of cur- 
rency reform to the Monetary Com- 
mission. They embrace a number of 
features entirely different from those 
of other experts, and they have been 
carefully studied by the commission 
during several recent sessions. 

Col. Trenholm recommends the fusion 
of the greenback and Sherman notes 
into one form of paper, redeemable 
in gold. He thinks that these notes 


$1, $2 and $5, in order that the people 
may have confidence fn tne money in 
current circulation. He believes that 
a redemption fund of $100,000,000 would 
be sufficient t6 maintain the parity of 
the entire volume of about $450,000,000. 

The suggestions of Col, Trenholm re- 
garding banking are as follows: 
First—To make adequate provision 
for the recognition of existing clear- 
ing-houses and the establishment of 
others, By allowing them to be or- 
ganized in‘ reserve and central reserve 
cities under the national banking law, 
phy defined powers and responsibili- 

es. 

Second—To empower clearing-houses 
thus organized to license banks’ in 
their respective cities to accept circu- 
lating drafts drawn by banks situated 
at places where there are no clearing- 
houses. Such drafts to be free from 
all taxation, Federal, State or munici- 
pal, and to be payable to bearer, 
Third—To limit the maximum amount 
to which any such bank may have ac- 
ceptances outstanding at any one time 
to a certain proportion of its capital. 
and surplus. 

Fourth—To prescribe that no such 
banks be licensed to accept such drafts 
without taking from the drawers ade- 
quate security thereror to the full 
amount such contemplated ac- 
ceptances, which security may be in 
the form of discounted paper; also, 
without having deposited with the 
clearing-house security to the amount 
of the circulating drafts applied for, 
the sufficiency of such security, both 
in amount and character, to be certi- 
fied in each instance separately to tne 
Comptroller of the Currency by the 
proper authorities of. the clearing- 
house, and approved by the local bank 
examiner. Securities so deposited to 
be released only upon presentation to 
the clearing-house of cancelled drafts, 
which drafts are to be delivered by 
the clearing-house to the Comptroller 
of the Currency for destruction. 

Fifth—The circulating drafts, su- 
thorized to be accepted under the 
above conditions, may be drawn by 
any national bank, or by any State 
or private bank, which will submit 
to such examinations by the local ex- 
aminer as may be prescribed by the 
Comptroller of the Currency. The 
amount of drafts of 
outstanding at any one time to be 
limited to a proportion of its 
assets including, those held by the 
accepting bank. 

Sixth—The circulating drafts s0 au- 
thorized shall be of uniform design, 
and may be in denominations of $1, $2, 
$3, $5 and multiples of $6, having en- 
graved upon their face the name of 
the accepting bank, with blanks to be 
filled with. the names of drawers. 

Seventh—Such circulating drafts to 
be prepared by the Comptroller of the 
Currency and issued to each clearing- 
house association upon its requisition 
made, from time to time, under regu- 
lations to be established by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. 

Eighth—This plan, if adopted, is ex- 
pected to work out in the following 
manner: A clearing-house agsociation 
will from time to time make requisi- 
tion on the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency for a certain amount of such 
circulating drafts to be accepted by 
certain-named banks, members of that 


such circulating 
al will satisfy ‘the authorities of the 
clearing- house association of their com- 
pliance respectively with the require- 
ments of the system, 
will be made to such banks, and each 
of such banks will cause to be filled in 
the name of the drawer, and then..ex- 
ecute its acceptance upon the face of 
the drafts. These drafts may be then 
sent as incomplete currency, as now 
sent through the majls, or by express, 
at a moderate charge, and they will 
not become effective from circulatioh 
until duly signed by the drawers.

to the clearing house in order to release 
a proportionate amount of the securi- 
ties there held against such issue. 

The object of this suggestion is to 
enable banks at remote points through- 
out the country to meet the local de- 
mand for currency when it arises, and 
fonly as it does arise, and-at the same 
time to limit and control such issues 
"through the operation of the principle 
of self-protection, which will assert it- 
self in the management of the accept- 
ing banks. 

Regarding the deposit of the silver 
dollars and silver certificates, Col. 
Trenholm suggests that the silver now 
in the treasury be constituted into a 
reserve fund for the guarantee of out- 
standing silver dollars, and that the 
silver certificates in excess of the ac- 
tual bullion value of the coins and cer- 
tificates outstanding be cancelled from 
time to time as they come into the 
treasury. He recommends that silver 
certificates be issued in denominations 
of $10 and over, and that some of them 
be issged in denominations of $1000, 
$5000 and $10.000, in order that they 
may be held by national banks in the 
proportion of ‘20 per cent. of their law- 
ful 4money reserves. 

Col. Trenholm suggests an interna- 
tional agreement among silver-produc- 
ing countries for steadying the price of 
silver. He does not contemplate the 
restoration of silver to a parity with 
gold, but the regulation of the price so 
as to give the assurance to the world’s 
commerce that there can be no further 
material decline in the price.

Surprise Expressed That the Widow 
of George Augusta Sala Sold 
Letters to be Used Against Her 
Husband’s Friend.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World’s London cable 
says: ‘“‘The vendetta started by Henry 
Hess in behalf of the South African 
millionaires against Labouchere will 
evidently be pursued to the death. 
Labouchere has temporarily restrained 


publishing the former's letters to 
George Augustus Sala, which were sur- 
rendered to Hess by Sala’s widow, who 
is a sister of Mrs. Stannard, better 
known as John Strange Winter. She 
was secretary to Sala, and he married 
her a few weeks after his first wife’s 
death. 
“TLabouchere and Sala were life-long 
personal friends, and it is known that 
Labouchere’s purse was frequently at 
the command of his less affluent com- 
rade. Sala wason the staff of the 
Daily Telegraph, with whose proprie- 
tor, Sir Edward Lawson, Labouchere 
had a fierce feud for many years. 
Sala also wrote for the mondon World 
at the tim® Labouchere conducted its 
financial page. 
“The letters surrendered by Mrs. 
Sala, it is understood, relate chiefly to 
these two periods, and Mrs. Sala is 
said to have intimated to Labouchere 
some time ago that the South African 
ring wanted them. lLabouchere ig- 
nored the hint, if hint it was, and 
the next thing he heard was that Hess 
had secured the whole budget. Mrs. 
Sala is now abroad. 
“‘Amazement is expressed that, know- 
ing the intimate friendship between 
her husband and Labouchere, 
could have given these letters to be 
used against the latter.”

INDIA’S RULERS ARE IN A BAD 
PREDICAMENT. 


The War Against the Rebellious 
Hillmen is Costing Much Blood 
and Treasure. 


BRITISH ARE LOSING PRESTICE. 


DANGER OF A GENERAL UPRISING

England Being Outpaced by France 
in the Race for the Upper Nile 
for Lack of Men and 
Money.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World’s London cable 
says: “The Indian frontier war is 
causing the deepest apprehension 
among India’s rulers. No substantial 
progress is beimg made toward the sub- 
jugation of the hillmen, and the Brit- 
ish losses in blood and treasure are 
serious. The war is costing $125,000 a 
day, which, according to the policy 
proclaimed by the present government, 
must be defrayed out of the Indian 
budget, which, even in the best years, 
shows a deficit. | 

“But far graver than any question of 
cost, in view of the Indian authorities, 
is the loss of prestige through the 
British troops being repeatedly checked 
by the Afridis and only saved from 
actual defeat by the heroism of native 
regiments of Sikhs and Ghourkas. 

“ ‘Once let the native troops feel that 
they are the equals if not the superiors 
of the British,’ said an Indian semi- 
official newspaper, ‘and England can 
only hold India at a cost which would 
make the game not worth the candle.’ 

“Lord Roberts is attacked for raising 
the efficiency of the native army to its 
present high standard. 

“As a consequence of the gravity of 
the Indian situation, England runs the 
risk of being outpaced by France for 
the valley of the Upper Nile. 
Soudan advance has been stopped for 


the simple reason that England cannot 


spare the men or money to carry out - 


her African schemes until the Indian 
frontier war is ended.”

His Pockets Rifled and His Money 

Taken by Two Boys Nine and 
Twelwe Years Old. e 


TOO SMALL TO GET HIS WATCH 


OR, AS THEY ADMIT, THEY WOULD 
HAVE TAKEN THAT. 


The Victim Was Drunk and the 
Children Promised to Take Him 
Home—All Four of the Youth- 
ful Highwaymen Arrested, 


Johnnie Burns, aged 12, living at No. 
111 East Thirty-seventh street; Fran- 
cis Carter, colored, aged 9, living at 
No. 839 Maple avenue; WiHie Moore, 
aged 13, living at No. 715 Wall street, 
and Eddie McDonald, aged 13, living at 
No. 1101 West Eighteenth street, are 
in a cell at the City Prison, charged 
with highway robbery. 

They met and robbed John Andersen, 
a laboring man, on Main street near 
the Burbank Theater, and after di- 
viding the money, Burns and Cooper 
went to the show, first having a feast 
of sandwiches and candy, while Moore 
and McDonald went home. 

Andersen was drunk when the boys 
robbed him, but the crime was as dar- 
ing, in its way, aS was ever perpe- 
trated by the James or the Dalton boys. 
_ Young Burns, by far the brightest- 
witted lad of the four, is a genuine 
street Arab. He makes his. own liv- 
ing, and, by his own confession, An- 
derson is not the first drunken man he 
has “rolled,” as they call robbing the 
inebriates in the curbstone vernacular. 

“It wuz jest dis way, see?” said 
Burns, as he was being searched at 
the station: ‘I wuz sellin’ peanuts and 
popcorn fur a feller on Sixth and Main 
and his nibs, McDonald dere, he comes 
to me and sez, sez he, ‘hi, Burnsey, 
here comes a soak wid all kinds of 
dough.’ Carter, dat coon, he wuz set- 
tin’ dere and he pikes de drunk and 
gits his arm, promisin’ to lead him 
home. I leaves my peanuts and corn 
wid anoder kid and I skips up to dis 
mug and I gits his oder arm an’ we 
walks along jollying him. Purty soon 
we gets down street a ways and dis 
yere Moore and McDonald dey trails 
in behind, close up.

pocketbook, take it,’ an’ he hans it 
round de drunk’s back.

Den I swipes some 
change, nickles an’ tings, on my side, 
an’ I passes de dough back ter Moore 
and McDonald. 

“Wen we had cleaned him out we 
shakes him, see? He had a ticker on,

ORDWAY’S CAREER. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Brevet 
Brigadier-General Albert Ordway, who 
was born in 1843, served with credit and 
gallantry throughout the civil war, the 


regiment, the Twenty-fourth Massa- 
chusetts Infantry. An act of personal 
gallantry at Newbern, N. C., was fol- 
lowed by his appointment as adjutant 
of regiment. e remained in North 
Carolina until June, 1863; later served 
in the army of the Potomac; then in 
Florida and through the campaign of 
1864-65 in the army of the James. After 
the occupation of Richmond he was 
appointed provost marshal of Virginia, 
where, through a portion of the troub- 
lesome reconstruction times, he di- 
rected the delicate duties of his posi- 
tion with much skill and tact. For 
gallantry at various times and because 
of his ability he has been successively 
promoted, when at 22 years of age he 
was made brevet brigadier-general, b2- 
ing the youngest officer in the service 
to receive that grade. His regiment 
and himself were retained in the serv- 
ice until February, 1866, and were the 
volunteer troops mustered out in the 
State. After being numbered Out Gen. 
Ordway went into business at Rich- 
mond, and about ten years later re- 
moved to Washington, where, aS com- 


for a number of years, he brought that 
organization up to a high standard. 


WILLIAM’S WORD OF HONOR. 


It Was Disregarded by France in 
; the Dreyfus Affair. 
* [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGET REPORT.] 


spondent of the Daily Chronicle says: 
“The name of Emperor William is now 
persistently connected with the Drey- 
fus affair. It is currently reported that 
at the time of the trial he wrote to M. 
Casimir-Perier, giving his 
honor as a man that Dreyfus had not 
betrayed France to the Germans, ad- 
ding that, if necessary, he would give 
his word as an Emperor, with all,its 
consequences.’ 
“President Casimir-Perier communi- 
cated this to the Cabinet. Soon after- 
ward Dreyfus was condemned. Em- 
peror William, much hurt, instructed 
the German Ambassador at Paris, to 
ask if the criminal documents had 
been produced on German territory. 
_“M. Casimir-Perier made a guarded 
reply, but, in view of the fact that 
he had been kept in ignorance by the 
Cabinet of what was going on, and 
had to sanction the sentence upon 
Dreyfus despite the Kaiser’s word o¢ 
honor, he decided to resign from the 
presidency, and seized the first occa- 
sion which presented, namely, the 
Overthrow of the Dupuy Cabinet. 
“The Galois says it was in order to 
avert grave consequences arising from 
Emperor William having given his 
word of honor that the court-martial 
was held with closed doors, and certain 
documents, in accordance with the re- 
quest of the Emperor, were not pro- 
duced at the trial.”

VIENNA, Nov. 21.—The hostility “be- 
tween the ‘Christian Socialists and the 
Social Democrats, which exists in all 
parts of Austria and frequently leads 
to sharp collisions between the rival 
partisans, has resulted in serious riot- 
ing at Gratz, the capital city of Styria 
and the seat of important cotton’ and 
woolen manufactories.

Stringent measures have been 
taken to prevent a recurrence of the 
disorders.

DOERS OF THE WORD. 


NOTABLE RELIGIOUS GATHERING 
_IN PI TRGH. 


Methodist Episcopal Church Con- 
gress to Discuss the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Needs of the Times—Many 
Bright Minds in Attendance. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 21.—Pittshburgh 
has perhaps never been the scene of a 
more notable religious gathering than 
the Methodist Episcopal Church Con- 
gress which began a six-days’ session 
at Christ Church this morning. In 
coreeption, purpose and treatment it 
is unique in ecclesiastical annals and 
marks an epoch in religious history. 

The call for the congress, which was 
signed by Bishops Vincent, Nindo and 
Fitzgerald and many prominent Meth- 
odist educators, says: ‘“‘The congress 
does not propose to invite or favor de- 
structive criticism of existing institu- 
tions, but simply to bring out from 
persons representing different phases 
of intellectual activity a frank expres- 
sion as to whether the church can 
meet any more fully than it does the 
demands of our times, and if. so, 
wherein its activities May be modified 
or directed to advantage. The congress 
will not concern itself with questions 
of church policy, but with issues bear- 
ing upon the relation of the church to 
the thought and life of the people as 
affected by current scientific and lit- 
erary teachings. The congress. will 
aim to secure an adequate presentation 
of the desife of the current § scientific 
and literary teachings and also sug- 
gestions as to the best service to be 
rendered by the church in interpreting 
those tendencies for the spiritual and 
intellectual advantage of its followers.” 

The list of speakers who will attend 
the congress includes the names of 
many of the brightest men in the de- 
nomination and. the topics announced 
for discussion are such as will doubt- 
less prove attractive to all thinkers 
without regard to their denominational 
affiliations. 

Delegates from all parts of the coun- 
try will be present during the week. 

Bishop John Vincent of Chautauqua 
fame, who will preside over the con- 
gress, preached this morning to an au- 
dience that packed Christ Church to 
the doors. His text was ‘‘Be ye doers 
of the word and not hearers only, de- 
luding your owrr selves.” 

The sermon, which occupied almost 
an hour in its delivery, was a remark- 
able exhibition of pulpit eloquence. 

In the afternoon Charles H. Payne, 
D.D., of New York, lectured on “The 
Young Life in the Church.” 

_ At 8 o’clock this evening President B. 


delivered an address on ‘“‘The Christian 
coe the High School and the Col- 
ege.,’’ 

At the various Methodist Episcopal 
churches sermons and addresses were 
delivered on “The Church of Christ for 
the Life of Today.” 


AN APPEAL TO EUROPE. 


Crushing Competition of American 
Nations Must be Counteracted. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

VIENNA, Nov. 21.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Count Goluchowski, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, in his annual address yesterday 
before the Austrian and Hungarian 
delegations, when making an appeal 
to all Europe to take advantage of the 
present era of peace, and to join closely 
for the vigorous defense vo: conditions 
common to European countries, as 
against the “crushing competition of 
transatlantic nations,” said: “A turn- 
ing point has been reached in European 
developments, which calls for the un- 
remitting attention of governments. 
The great problems of material welfare, 
which become more pressing every 
vear are no longer a matter for the 
future, but require to be taken in hand 
instantly. The destructive competition 
which transoceanic countries are car- 
rying on in part at present, and which 

is in part to be expectea in the im- 

mediate future, requires prompt and 

thorough counteracting measures, if 
the vital interests of the peoples of 

Europe are not to be gravely com- 

promised. 

“We must fight shoulder to shoulder 


| against a common danger and arm our- 


selves for the struggles with the means 
at our disposal. Jusi as the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries were ab- 
sorbed by religious wars; just as the 
eighteenth century was marked by the 
triumph of liberal ideas, and just as 
the nineteenth century has been nota- 
ble for the appearance of great ques- 
tions of nationality, so will the twen- 
tieth century be for Europe a period 
marked by a struggle for existence in 
the politic-commercial sphere. Euro- 
pean nations must elose ranks in order 
to successfully defend their existence. 

“May this be realized everywhere 
and may the epoch of peaceful devel- 
opment we now confidently anticipate, 
-be employed in collecting our sirength 
and devoting ourselves chiefly to this 
end.” . 


WIDESPREAD INTEREST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT’. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Daily Chronicle says: 

“Count Goluchowsk!i's statement with 
reference to the struggle» with Amer- 
ica has excited the most widespread 
interest here. It is believed that be- 
fore he made public so remarkable an 
enunciation of policy, he has the con- 
sent of the other powers, with the ex- 
ception of England, and spoke as the 
mouthpiece of those governments.” 

The Vienna correspondent of 
Daily Chronicle says: 

“Count Goluchowski’s appeal to Eu- 
rope to unite against transoceanic 
countries is regarded rather as a Pla- 
tonic desire than a concrete pro- 
gramme. Thus far no practical at- 
tempt in that direction is intended, at 
least not by Austria.”’

Death of Justice Pollock, 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—Sir Charles Ed- 
ward Pollock, of the Queen’s bench di- 
dision of the High Couft of Justice, 
died this morning in his seventy-fifth 
year. Baron Pollock was born October 
31, 1823, the fourth son of the Rt. Hon. 
Second Chief Baron Pollock. He was 
educated at St. Paul’s School. From 
1841 to 1844 he was private secretary of 
his father, then Attorney-General. In 
1847 he was admitted as a barrister of 
the Inner Temple. He was made a 
Queen’s counsel in 1866; Baron of the 
Exchequer in 1873; Justice of the Ex- 
chequer division of the High Court of 
Justice in 1875 and 1879 was appointed 
to the Queen’s bench division, with the 
rank of Baron of.the Court. <s

DISOBEYED ORDERS. 


Disastrous Collision of Electric Cars 
in Baltimore. 
{ASMCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 21.—Because 
Theodore R. M. Orrick. a motorman in 
the employ. of the Baltimore and 
Northern Rallroad, disobeyed orders,

trial of, the policemen and officials of 
police who took an active part in the 
killing of Arroyo, the would-be asSassin 
of President Diaz draws to a close, and 
a verdict is expected tomorrow. Great 
crowds have attended and it has been 
difficult to prevent the packing of’the 
courtroom in the Palace of Justice. 

Members of all grades of society have 
been present, and perfect order has 
prevailed. The accused realize the ser- 
iousness of their position, and the 
prisoners’ van is called when they are 
taken from the court, showing the 
strength of public feeling against them. 
Last night the prisoners were kept in 
the Palace of Justice, so great was 
the crowd in the streets awaiting the 
appearance of the van. The prisoners 
are well guarded, and the mob cannot 
get at them. 

One of the attorneys of the defense 
told the jury that the case was at- 
tracting the attention of the civilized 
world, and that the reports were going 
by the Associated Press all over the 
globe, 

Prosecuting Attorney Assephea, a 
young man who has won a brilliant 
triumph in this case, and whose ad- 
mirable self-possession has restrained 
him from replying to the innuendos of 
the opposing counsel, made one of the 
most notable arguments in the history 
of the Mexican bar. | 

The case goes to the jury in the 
morning and it is said they will take 
ten hours to arrive at a verdict. 

Popular belief is that. most of the 
eleven men for whom the public pros- 
ecutor asks capital, sentence will be 
condemned and be-shot. 

No ease has ever attracted more at- 
tention here, and the trial has been 
eminently fair, the prisoners being al- 
lowed every opportunity to prove the 
extenuating circumstances.

‘The latter, who, owing to the cor- 
rupt electioneering methods they have 
used, constitute a large majority in 
the Legislature, refuse to accept 
Senator Cuestas and threaten to elect 
a retrogressive president. The disso- 
lution of the Chamber, which is gen- 
erally regarded as the only step that 
will save the country from disaster 
and revolution, would be“warmly ap- 
proved by public opinion, and the army 
probably support Sefior Cuestas 
against both chambers, which would 
then be powerless. Sefior Cuestas de- 
clares his determination to stand by 
the people, to give them honest and 
ec*nomical government and to pro- 
tect foreign interests, and asserts that 
foreign residents as well as natives 
should be consulted on public affairs 
and the selection of a president.

Dr. R. E. Tomlin, a _ life-insurance 
examiner of long experience, has called 
attention to a new class of risks which 
is giving the life-insurance companies 
some anxiety, viz., riders of the wheel. 
What he has to say on this subject 
is valuable as a note of warning against 
the abuse of a healthful exercise. Bi- 
cycling in moderation is a splendid ex- 
ercise, beneficial to people of evefy 
vocation: but excessive idulgence in 
the use of the wheel is conducive to 
heart and lung diseases, and shortens 
the span of life. Young men and men 
of middle age immediately after hicycle 
exercise,,show a great increase in the 
pulse, an irregularity in its rhythym, 
a tremulous condition of the whole 
body, and murmur of the heart, which 
continues for a considerable period. A 
chronic dilation may be the result of 
too much wheeling. There is also a 


danger, in case of tuberculosis in a 
family, that pnthisis may be devel- 
oped by over-exercise.on the wheel. 


This may come from the inhalation of 
dust, and the rapidly forced breathing 
making too great a strain upon the 
iung tissues. Dr. Tomlin believes that 
any person over 50 years old runs a 
great risk in using a wheel, especially 
if he rides with young people, who 
would make the pace. This opinion, 
however, cannot be accepted unreserv- 
edly, as the issue must be greatly in- 
fluenced by the extent to which an ath- 
letic habit of life has previously been 
maintained. It is found that a large 
proportion of wheel women are injured 
by the excessive strains put upon 
their muscles by rapid and long-con-

human system than the artificial 
dry air which is found in many apart- 
ments in the cold season, and singers, 
especially, have much to fear from 
this cause. One of the principal rea- 
sons why people get into the habit of 
living in an atmosphere which is so 
hot as-to sap their strength and their 
power of withstanding climatic influ- 
ences is that they take no measures to 
Supply a proper proportion of moisture 
to the air, and if such measures were 
taken a lower degree of temperature 
could be endured witheut discomfort. 
This fact has been recognized hy the 
builders of hot-air furnaces, but the 
vapor pan in the furnace is not gener- 
ally effective. The moisture must be 


Medical

restored to the heated air after § it 
leaves the furnace. Among the many 
devices to effect this, few have heen 


successful. The latest arrangement is 
devised by Dr. Henry J. Barnes. He 
calls it a. humidifier. He has net pat- 


ented it because he wishes the full ben- | 


efit to be given to the public of its in- 
fluence in increasing the comfort and 
improving the healthiness of a house- 
hold, and in lessening their coal bills. 
It is a box of about two feet square, | 
which stands over a register on the | 
floor. It is provided with a tank of | 
water, in which are suspended strips of 
cotton felt. The box is made the only 
exit -for the hot air,;which, passing the 
wet strips, becomes charged with mois- 
ture. If a deposit of dew or frost on 
the window panes indicates that the air 
of the room is becoming too moist, the 
Strips are lifted from the tank by a 
single piece of automatic mechanism, 
and dried by the hot air until their 
moistening action is again required. 
Dr. Barnes says that with his humidi- 
fier, during sixteen days of last Febru- 
ary, he obtained a mean of 63 per cent. 
relative humidity in a mean tempera- 
ture of 65.3 degrees through the evap- 
oration of from two quarts to two gal- 
lons of water per diem. During this 
period the outside mean temperature 
was 32 deg., with a relative humidity 
of 73% percent. This temperature was 
perfectly comfortable, whereas with- 
out the addition of the moisture from 
70 to 71 deg. was required. Most peo- 
ple live indoors, Dr. Barnes contends. 
in air containing a less per cent. of 
moisture than that of desert regions, 
and with positive physical injury. He 
adds that under such’ conditions, 
women can never expect to maintain 
a good, natural complexion. 


Aniversity Paternalism. 

H. C. Cooper gives a curious in- 
stance of the solicitude of a university 
for its students. It is one of the rules 
at Heidelberg that all students do- 
ing laboratory work, and even attend- 
ing experimental lectures in chemistry, 
shall take out an accident insurance 
policy covering casualties occurring in 
the exercises. If a student is entirely 
disabled he receives $500 per annum,

lent sport. “There are already 

“programmed two football and 
two baseball game, two boxing 
matches at the Athletic Club, coursing 
at Athletic Park, homing-pigeon rac- 
ing and a gun club match for Thanks- 
giving day alone, and other days in 
the week will also be marked by 
events of various sorts, weather per- 
mitting.

DREYFUS CANNOT LIVE LONG, 


He is an Old Man Now—Chances for 
Release Apparently Hopeless. 
{Cable in New York World:] There 
was dining recently at a military club 
in London an officer of the German 
general staff, whose department gave 
him a knowledge of the secret service 
in France. There were English offi- 
cers present at this dinner, one of 
whom asked him if he considered Drey- 
fus guilty. The German answered 

deliberately: 

“If Dreyfus had sent any informa- 
tion to the German government, [ 
should have heard of it. On my word 
of honor as an officer and a gentle- 
man, I tell you that no such informa- 
tion ever came to us.” . 

It is easy for the French governe- 
ment to. get the testimony of this Ger- 
man officer, as well as that of an 
English major who heard it. 

If this evidence is admitted it will 
appear that Dreyfus is the victim of 
a@ conspiracy to ruin him because off 
his antecedents. I have no right to 
disclose the names of the two parties, 
but they are both known to me 4s 
trustworthy men. 

Since Napoleon died on St. Helena 
there has been no prisoner so carefully 
guarded as ex-Capt. Dreyfus is now 
in the Ile du Diable, off the coast of 
French Guiana, He is the most fa- 
mous political prisoner on earth today. 
The Iles de Salut, or Islands of Safety, 
as they are fantastically called, where 
he is confined, are a horror in climate. 
Prisoners sent thither are confined in 
iron cages on the decks of the trans- 
ports on the way. When they arrive 
thev die off like sheep. 

Now, it appears hat Dreyfus is con- 
fined in a cage, even after reaching 
the island. Napoleon, on St. Helena, 
walked free, though the island was pa- 
‘rolled by ships of war. He lived: the 
life of a country gentleman. He had 
horses, servants, attendants, secre- 
taries and a physician. He had all the 
comforts of home, but the ships lay 
in the offing and the island was pa- 
trolled; that was all. 


In Dreyfus's case the island is 
guarded, of course, but even his place 
of habitation is never free from sur- 
velllance. He lives perpetually in the 
sight of old comrades in arms now 
turned into jailers. He is watched 


‘night and day, sleeping or waking, by 


a guard of veterans of the French 
army, with loaded carbines, and 
never leaves his narrow quarters. 

At first Dreyfus was kept in a hut 
near the middle of the island, and three 
others were built near by for the hous- 
ing of his watchers. Now a great iron 
cage has been built entirely about his 
hut as an additional precaution, for 
there were rumors of an expected ate 
tempt to rescue him. There were people 


who had an interest in getting him out. 


It cost $12,000 to build this cage in 
that out-of-the-way corner of the 
earth. But having it does not mean 
any relaxation of the severity of his 
prison discipline. Day and night one of 
the soldiers paces about it, with shoul- 
dered rifle. At frequent intervals he is 
relieved. 

Sometimes Dreyfus is allowed to walk 
about the island. At such times he can 
be plainly seen from any part of it. 
as well asd from the Ile Royale and Ile 
St. Joseph. He Is permitted to wear 
only white clothing, 90 that he may be 
more conspicuous. 

At night he is always in his cage. 

There are six guards and a corporal. 
Each of the six patrols four hours out 
of the twenty-four, in two watches 
of two hours each. He has plenty of 
time to rest. He has good pay and 


his term is short. If he were to stay

One man of this guard did go insane 
after a year of it. The man on watch 
is never permitted to sit down. He 
must literally stand his watch. 

Dreyfus’s term will be short, too. He 
is failing in health. If he were to at- 
tempt to escape he would be shot in- 
Stantly.Many would. like to have that 
happen. 

They wait for the climate to kill 
the man. He was placed on the island 
in 1895. The island where he is incar- 
cerated is so unhealthy that the goats 
which were once kept there have been 
removed to another. He looks already 
like an old man, with bent form, white 
hair and deep-lined face. No guard ever 
speaks with him, but he gets books, 
clothing and delicacies from his wife. 
but his mental trouble is doing quite 
as much to kill him as physical disease. 

An effort was made some time ago 
to have Dreyfus’s wife share his {s!l- 
and prison. She is devoted to him. The 
Governor of Guiana refused him this 
consolation. The devoted woman would 
giadiy have shared his living death. 
She believes him innocent.

PHILADELPHIA’S GAS WORKS. 


The recent action of the City Coun- 

cil of Philadelphia in leasing the city 
gas works to a private corporation for 
a term of thirty years has called forth 
a great deal of discussion in the news- 
papers as to the relative merits and 
demerits, advantages and disadvan- 
tages, of municipal ownership as com- 
pared to private ownership of public 
franchises. While the action of the 
Philadelphia Council excited intense 
opposition in some quarters, the press 
of that city is quite generally favorable 
to the transference of the gas plant 
from public to private control. The 
Times of that city reflects the senti- 
ments of most of its contemporaries. 
It says: 

“The frank statements made to the 
public by Director Thompson, showing 
‘that the city was at a disadvantage in 
managing the gas works of nearly 
$1,000,000 a year, was doubtless given 
With the full Knowledge and ap- 
proval of the Mayor. They have dem- 
onstrated that, between a rattle-trap 
gas plant, the demands of politicians, 
and the ordinance of councils and the 
law of the State giving much larger 
wages to city employés than are paid 
in private industries, the only hope 
of getting good gas, an improved plant 
and a large net revenue to the city 
was to invoke private enterprise’ to 
manage the business on business prin- 
ciples. The approval of the ordinance 
by the Mayor was, therefore, entirely 
logical. 

“With the ordinance authorizing the 
lease of the gas works approved by 
the Mayor, and thus clothed with 
every ceremony to make it a law of 
the city, the proceedings for an in- 
junction to restrain the city authori- 
ties from executing the lease will now 
come properly before the courts to de- 
termine whether the city authorities 
possess the power under the law to 
authorize such a lease, and whether 
that authority, if it exists, was law- 
fully exercised. The question is now 
in the hands of the courts, where jus- 
tice is judicially administered, and 
where the laws will be clearly and 
justly defined.” 

It should be stated, further, that the 
United Gas Improvement Company, 
which is the lessee of the gas works, 


is bound by the terms of the lease to 


expend $5,000,000 upon the improvement 
of the property within the next three 
years, to charge not more than $1 per 
thousand feet. and to reduce this price 
by degrees to 75 >cents. A certain pro- 
portion of the company’s annual reve- 
nue is also to be paid into the city 
treasury. It is claimed that the city 
will save by the transaction not less 
than $1,000,000 per year. 

The outcome of this experiment will 
be a matter of genera) interest outside 
of Philadelphia. It appears that the 
city has lost annually about $1,000,000 
per year on its gas plant. But this loss 
seems to have been due rather to gen- 
eral mismanagement and unwise legis- 
lation than to any other cause. Theo- 
retically, if a private corporation can 
take the Philadelphia gas plant, ex- 
pend $5,000,000 upon it in improvements, 
pay a part of its revenues to the city, 
sell gas of good quality at a reasonable 
price, and still realize a profit, the city 
ought to be able to derive a handsome 
revenue, instead of suffering a heavy 
loss, from the same business, But 
theory and practice do not always work 
in harmony. In all matters of a public 
character, the politician and the dem- 
agogue have to be taken into account. 
In the case of the Philadelphia gas 
works, the heavy annual loss to the 
city appears to be chargeable prin- 
cipally to political demagogy and job- 
bery. Laws were put through giving 
to men employed by the city higher 
Wages than the market rates and re- 
ducing the hours of labor. An unnec- 
cessarily large force of employés, at 
high wages, was the result. Political 
*‘pulls’’ were relied upon to secure em- 
ployment, with the inevitable conse- 
quence that incompetent and inefficient 
men were given positions which they 
could not fill properly. In short, the 
municipai gas plant was transformed 
‘into a political machine. No other result 
than that of dismal! failure could rea- 
sonably have been anticipated under 
such circumstances. Private control of 
the plant for a term of years is per- 
haps preferable to its further ccntrol 
‘by politicians; as a choice of evils. 

All this makes clear the pressing need 
for reform in the method of municipal 
government. Until our cities are gov- 
erned on business principles, by busi- 
ness men, they will never be well gov- 


-erned. Partyism must give way to com- 


mon-sense and civio patriotism, if our 


‘cities are to be rescued from the clutch 


of the demagogue and the bummer.

It is to be hoped that in leasing its 
gas works to a private corporation the 
city of Philadelphia has not taken upon 
its shoulders an Old-Man-of-the-Sea 
which it will be unable to get rid of at 
the expiration of the lease. Such things 
have happened in similar cases. But 
if the contract be carried out by the 


be satisfied with legitimate profits, 
Without attempting to rob the city and 
its people, the leasing of the works may 
prove to be a public benefit rather 
than an injury. 


There ought to be provision in the 
law which would specify just how 
many appeals a convicted murderer 
should be .able to take.

THE LAW-DODGING SECRETARY 
WRITES HIS EXCUSESTO ESTEE. 


He Shows Himself a Master of Cir- 
cumlocuation—The Question of 
Advertising for Bids Passed on 
to the Treasury Comptroller. 


[Special Dispatch to the Examiner.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Secretary 
Alger of the War Department has de- 
termined to set himself in what he 
calls a proper attitude before his 
friends on the Pacific Coast. He said 
today that he had, in response to re- 
peated demands from his friends in 
California, mailed a letter to M. M. 
Estee in San Francisco, which, he said, 
was a complete and fair statement of 
his position on the San Pedro Harbor 
matter. He declined absolutely to 
give out any portion of this letter, al- 
though the Examiner correspondent 
was present when it was sealed and 
mailed. He said Mr. Estee might, if 
he saw fit, give the letter to the people 
of California through tne press. 

Secretary Alger, while professing to 
be anxious to advertise for bids for the 
construction of the break-water at 
San Pedro, still continues to teirporize 
in the hope of aiding his friend Hunt- 
ington by delaying work unti: Con- 
gress shall meet, two weeks hence. He 
said today that he was about, to au- 
thorize the vesterday, 
when the fact was brought to his at- 
tention that no funds were available 
for this purpose. 

The act creaiing the San Pe'ro- 
Santa Monica Commission appropriated 
$50,000 for the expenses of that com- 
mission. The commission’s work was 
completed some time ago, and its ac- 
counts are closed. Although this act 
authorized the expenditure of $2,900.000 
for work on the harbor, yet not a dol- 
lar was actually appropriated.

ENGLAND STANDS. IN 


CANADIAN QUESTIONS TO BE 
AMICABLY SETTLED. 


John Ball Will not Oppose the Plan 
for the Formation of a 
Commission, 


RECIPROCAL TRADE RELATIONS 


THE MOTHER COUNTRY WILL AID 
THE COLONIES. 


Authorization Given to Enter Ne- 
gxotiations for Commercial 
Treaties—Hering Sea Pro- 
tocol Signed. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—There is 
good reason to believe that the British 
government will view with favor the 
formation of a commission toe clear 
up the vexatious questions between the 
United States and Canada. This at- 
titude will be important in the con- 
summation of the commission pian, for 
the best efforts of the United States 
and Canada toward a general settle- 
ment could come to naught unless the 
imperial government approved the ¢f- 
forts and stood ready to give them 
official execution in the form of a 
treaty. 

At first the sharp differences 
aroused -by the recent Bering Sea 
meeting led to the belief that Great 
Britain might stand in the way of a 
commission which would discuss, 
among other questions, such imperial 
subjects as the tariff. The British 
have been tenacious of holding the ad- 
vantages secured by Canada’s prefer- 
ential British tariff, 
though the Colonial Office at London 
would not view with favor any move- 
ment by a commission which would 
disturb this preferential tariff. It ap- 
pears, however, ‘that the British au- 
thorities are sincerely anxious to close 
uv the various irritating questions 
which have long existed petween Can- 
ada and the United States through the 
medium of a. commission, or. other- 
wise. and that no idea is entertained 
that when the commission dealt with 
the imperial subject of the tariff it 
would involve any disturbances of the 
British-Canadian tariff relations. There 
are said to be many articles, such as 
coal and fish, which are not exchanged 
between Great Britain and Canada. 
On such articles, therefore, any recip- 
rocal arrangement between the United 
States and Canada would have nro 
on British trace with Can- 
ada. 

The home government :s said to be 
fully eonscious of the advantages 
which Canada may secure in the ex- 
tensive American market lying along- 
side her, and there is understood to 
be every desire to aid Canada in the 
enjoyment of reciprocal trade with this 
country. Already the British Am- 
bassador has been autnorized from 
London to begin negotiations for reci- 
procity treaties between the United 
States and the British West Indian 
colonies. This is cited to show the 
favor which the London authorities ex- 
securing the best 
reciprocal advantages for the British 
colonies. It is said the same view 
oe prevail as to Canadian reciproc- 

y. 

In any event, the work of a com- 
mission would be preliminary only, and 
it would remain for the British gov- 
ernment to give it effect by formal 
treaty. 

The subjects other than the tariff, 
Such as border immigration, fishing in 
the great lakes, etc., are not of an im- 
perial character, and concern only the 
United States and Canada. In. these, 
it is said, Great Britain has no interest 
whatever except to see them settled on 
terms satisfactory to Canada. The 
lake fisheries have been a prolific source 
of trouble. It is claimed that the fish 
of the lakes, particularly white fish, 
are being exterminated by the lax 
laws of sOme of the States bordering 
on the lakes. The destruction of the 
fish is said to be analogous to the de- 
struction of the seals in the Bering Sea, 
and one of the subjects which Canada 
would urge before the cOmmission 
would be the protection of the fisheries 
in the lakes. : 

Prof. D’Arcy Thompson, the British 
seal expert, having concluded his la- 
bors, left today for Toronto, intending 
to reach New York in time to take the 
Lucania for Liverpool later in the 
week. Prof. Thompson expresses him- 
self as well pleased with the recent 
meeting of experts and with the _ re- 
sults arrived at. 

Since the expert agreement was 
reached a protocol has been signed by 
Mr. Hamlin, chairman of the expert 
meeting, and by the secretaries, Mr. 
Venning on behalf of Canada and Mr. 


Clark on behalf of the United States.’ 


This protocol sets forth the conditions 
under which the meeting was held, 
with the minutes of the proceedings, 
and to some extent aids in the inter- 
pretation of the agreement by showing 
all the circumstances leading up to it. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Ambassador, has been confined to his 
room for the last two weeks with a 
return of his old attack of rheumatism. 
It prevented his attendance at the 
Berimg Sea meetings, and in this and 
all other affairs of the embassy Mr. 
Adams, first secretary, »has been in 
charge. In the mean time, such ques- 
tions as reciprocity with the British 
West Indies, the general arbitration 
treaty, etc., have been in abeyance, but 
they are likely to come up for discus- 
sion with the authorities hére as soon 
as Sir Julian is fully recovered. 


NEW WEATHER STATIONS. 


Appropriation Asked for Extension 
of the Service. 
{SPECLAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15,” 1897.—The 
Secretary of Agriculture has transmit- 
ted his annual report to the President. 
In the matter of the extension of the 
weather signal service in the West Sec- 
retary Wilson says: 

“An increased appropriation of $160,- 
348 in the estimates for the Weather 
Bureau for the next fiscal year has 
been asked for. This increase contem- 
plates the establishment of several 
stations in the southwest of our coun- 
try, Where an extensive area is not 
now included in the domain covered by 
meteorological observations. This un- 
protected region includes dlarge  por- 
tions of Nevada, Utah, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Southeastern California. 
Four or five additional stations should 
be established in this territory. The 
weather conditions which cause frost 
in the orange and raisin sections of 
California drift in a southerly direction 
from the north and northeast. ‘The giv- 
ing of accurate frost warnings for the 
extensive fruit interests of Southern 
California requires the additional sta- 
tions above referred to.” 

Another matter of interest to the 
West in this report is the statement of 
work done and doing by the division of 
vegetable physiology and pathology: 

“Valuable work has been continued 
by this division in the study of dis- 


4‘ eases affecting forest and shade trees; 


and it was. 


diseases affecting plants under glass, a 
matter of much interest to a great 
many of our people; diseases of the 
Bermuda lily, caused by methods of 
propagation and handling; diseases of 
the rose, violet, and chrysanthemum, 
and diseases of southern watermelons. 
Diseases affecting cotton, cowpeas, 
market garden crops, and pomaceous 
and allied fruits have also been studied. 

“Experts are detailed continually to 

make a study of the diseases affecting 
fruits and other crops of the Pacific 
Coast. The English walnut is rapidly 
becoming an important industry in 
California, and treatment of a bacterial 
disease affecting it has been successful 
over large areas. Bacterial diseases of 
tobacco have also been studied during 
the past year. 
_“Publications have been prepared 
treating of the apple canker of Wash- 
ington and Oregon, fig fermentation, 
black rot of the navel orangé, diseases 
attacking the raisin crop, etc. 

“The division has also engaged in 
field experiments of wheat to test the 
resistance of the different varieties to 

st and other diseases, and to obtain 
facts regarding their value to the dif- 
ferent wheat-producing regions of the 
country, in codperation with the Kan- 
sas Experiment Station. It has con- 
tinued the study of the nutrition of 
plants grown under different condi- 
tions, and in connection with this the 
study of conditions of soil, climate and 
other important factors affecting plants 
in the different parts of the country. 

“The new problems presented where 
irrigation is practiced are receiving 
earnest attention.”’ 


DON’T CARE A RAP. 


THAT IS THE ATTITUDE OF SEC- 
RETARY ALGER, 


The Arrival of the California Dele- 
gation May Move Him—Senator- 
elect Corbett’s Prospects—Cuba, 
Spain and Uncle Sam—The Czar 
Will be on Deck. | 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. -15.—War with 
Spain is not even'a remote possibility 
now, judging from present indications. 
There was a time not long ago when 
the United States was very near to a 
friction with the Spanish government, 
but the war cloud which for some time 
hovered about us is receding as rapidly 
as it appeared. Wall street has been 
alive with rumors for the past three 
months concerning a probable rupture 
of the friendly feeling between the two 
countries, but these rumors’ were 
founded more or less on fiction, not 
fact. The money interests of New York 
are always fearful that the United 
States will become involved in a_ dis- 
pute with some foreign country, and 
they are quick to accept war rumors 
as true, without investigating them be- 
yond the surface. The stock market 
has dropped from: one to twenty points 
within the past year On war scares, 
and, strange enough, there is always a 


certain element manipulating the mar- | 


ket which stands ready to verify all 
war rumors. 

Now that Butcher Weyler has been 
relieved of command of the Spanish ar- 
mies in Cuba, and a more conserva- 
tive general has taken his placé, there 
is not that feeling of hostility toward 
Spain which at one time strongly man- 
ifested itself. There will doubtless be 
some action taken by Congress on the 
Cuban question, but nothing which 
might tend to rupture our relations 
with Spain is anticipated. Speaker 
Reed holds a tight rein over the House, 
and as long as he is monarch of all he 
surveys from his elevated seat in the 
House of Representatives, no legisla- 
tion adverse to Spain will be permitted 
to come toa vote. In the Senate, how- 
ever, where things run along in a sort 
of slip-shod way, and where no party 
is in a majority, the jingo spirit may 
be potent enough to insure the pas- 
Sage Of a belligerency resolution. \ 


Speaking about the Senate reminds 
rhe that an effort will be made early in 
the session to have Hon. H. W. Cor- 
bett of Oregon seated.*° Mr. Corbett 
was appointed to the Senate early last 
year by Gov. Lord of Oregon, to suc- 
ceed Hon. John M. Mitchell, who 
failed of reélection. As will be remem- 
bered, the Oregon Legislature balloted 
fruitlessly for several weeks and ad- 
journed sine die. Gov. Lord was urged 
to exercise his prerogative, and did so 
by appointing Mr. Corbett to the va- 
cant seat. Should the Senate seat Mr. 
Corbett—and the best information is 
that it will—the Republicans will then 
be in absolute control. As it is now, 
they are not in a majority when party 
questions come before the Senate. Sen- 
ator McEnery of Louisiana and Senator 
Jones of Nevada will vote with the 
Republicans on everything but party 
questions. 

There seems to be no doubt that Mr. 
Corbett is entitled to the seat. He was 
appointed in accordance with the Con- 
stitution, which empowers the Goy- 
ernor to fill a vacancy in the Senate 
caused by death or the failure of the 
Legislature to. elect. Mr. Corbett 
would have been seated long before this 
were it not for the fact that the Tariff 
Bill was before the Senate when his 
case originally came up. The Repub- 
lican leaders, not desiring to stir up 
the opposition while the tariff was 
pending, decided that the Corbett case 
should go over until the regular ses- 
sion in December. The _ probabilities 
are that Mr. Corbett will be seated be- 
fore the Christmas holidays. 


Senators and Representatives are fast 
returning to town and by the end of 
next week nearly a quorum of both 
houses will be in Washington. None of 
the California delegation have arrived 
yet, however, although Representative 
Maguire and Senator Perkins are ex- 
pected after Thanksgiving. The return 
of some of the California members 
would have a tendency to stir up Sec- 
retary Alger on the San Pedro Harbor 
matter. He appears to be taking his 
own sweet time, and does not seem 
to care a rap whether the harbor is 
ever built. 

The anti-scalping bill, which was 

sed by the House at last session. 
will be brought up for consideration in 
the Senate early in December. A count 
of noses develops the fact that the bill 
will meet with rough sledding in the 
Senate, although it is confidently ex- 
pected by the railroad lobbyists that it 
will pass. Senator Cullom, as chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Committee, 
will lead the fight in behalf of this 
measure. 

The President is making qa few ap- 
pointments these days. There are sev- 
eral consular offices yet to be filled, but 
he seems to be in no hurry. Every day 
a horde of office-seekers finds its way 
to the White House, but precious few 
of them sée the President. Secretary 
Porter acis as a guardian against the 
daily onslaughts,

It is the Teacher, not the judge, 
who speaks. These words contain no 
solemn sentence pronounced with ar- 
bitrary authority upon men, but they 
are the calm announcer:ent of a law 
of life, as inexorable as any other 
law of nature. Jesus did not impose 
He called attention to it. 
It had always existed. Ever since 
the race swarmed on the earth it had 
bound them. The Master did not de- 
liver men over to its workings. He 
simply made them conscious of it, that 
they might make use of it. Wholly 
alive to nature and:-to man, Jesus saw 
how there was established between the 
man and his environment an action and 
a reaction, each acting on the other 
and being acted on by the other. Fur- 
ther, He saw that there was a fixed 
principle in the process, a rigid reci- 
procity. “Every gift has its return, 
every act has its consequence, every 
call has its answer in this great, live, 
alert world, where man stands cen- 
tral.” This is the law of reciprocity, 
the inexorable reaction that follows ac- 
tion everywhere. : 

“The world,” saye one, “is far more 
orderly than we believe; a deeper and 
truer justice runs through it than we 
imagine. We go about calling our- 
selves victims, discoursing on the cruel 
world, and wondering that it should 
treat us so. when we are really meet- 
ing the rebound of our own lives. 
What we have been to things about 
us has made it necessary that they 
should be this to us.” It is true enough 
that there is a powerful action of en- 
vironment | and circumstance upon 
every man. It is just as true that 
the effect of environment and circum- 
stance is largely determined by what 
the man himself brings to them. The 
‘world gives back to us only what we 
bring it. Like an echo, it repeats 
only the sound of our own cries, mul- 
tiplied often, but never changed. There 
is a deep and awful sense in which 
every man is not only the architect of 
his ®wn fortunes, but the architect of 
his own self. And if the man, plant- 
ing his life in this world of ours, re- 
‘ceives it back in things that are gross 
and unworthy, society has but ren- 
dered an account of her stewardship, 
and has returned with usuary that 
which he has intrusted to her. Society 
does build a man’s life, but she builds 
it with what he brings to her, and she 
fashions it after his ideals. With what 
measure he metes, it is measured to

thee ig everywhere this ten- 
dency to shift the responsibility for 
what we are upon the poor dead world. 
If any distinction is made, it is usu- 
ally that the nobleness that rises in 
our life we claim as the fruits of our 
own personality, while the meanness 
and wrong we lay at the feet of cir- 
cumstances. The doors into every man 8 
life are latched on the inside. No 
wickedness can enter save as he him- 
self opens the door to it. The root of 
temptation lies in the man, not in the 
environment. Overt ‘evil is only the 
reply to covert sin. A man metes out 
to the world dishonesty, falsehood and 
lust, and.the world measures back to 
him that which corresponds to what 
he has brought to it. Every man’s life 
stands as the unerring utterance of 
what he is in himself. : 

We try to make ourselves believe 
that our own personality is the raw 
material out of which society is fash- 
ioning us according to its own ideals. 
The truth is that personality is the. 
agent; that we make ourselves, and the 
world gives into our hands only the ma- 
terial that we ask for. 

Every man’s personality, his clear 
sense of himself, seems to be standing 
today where all the live forces of the 
time attack it. All the complex condi- 
tions of modern life enfeeble the sense 
of personality. One of the crying needs 
of the times, in this age when our 
minds are full of the larger concep- 
tions of humanity, and all things are 
becoming rapidly socialized, is to 
guard aginst this vague and defective 
sense of personality. The unity of the 
race does not obliterate the diversity 
of the individual, and the great laws 
and forces working out the mightier 
social problems of a universal human- 
ity in no wise abrogate the individual 
or releases him from his own personal 
responsibility. The only hope for any 
of us is in a perfectly honest manli- 
ness to claim:our sins; to refuse to 
listen for a moment to any voice which 
would make our sins less ours.

And so ho 
small proportion of humanity every- 
where is held in the bondage of degra- 
dation because those who hold the 
keys of its release do not make use of 
them. We deprecate the product of the 
slums, and yet we, and we alone, are 
responsible for such issue. There is an 
every-day slavery which is perpetu- 
ated on the earth by those who have 
power to abolish it. There can be no 
Slavery without slave-holders. He is a

AVID WALK; in the Church of 
Chfist on Eighth street, read the 
first Psalm, and announced as his 
subject, ‘Fruit in Season.’’

SIX  SHOUTER, BILL. 
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4 BAD MAN AFTER Six 
MONTHS’ LIBERTY. 


Wanted for an Assault to Kin Com- 
mitted Last June—He Has a Rec- 
ord—Oflicer Fowler Finds Him 
When He Returns to the City. 


Early yesterday morning 
F. M. Fowler arrested in a tent on Sea- 
ton street, near the Arcade Depot,’ 8. 
J. Powell, alias “Six-Shooter Bill,”’ one 
of the most notorious tin-horn gamblers 
that has ever infested the city. 

In June last Six-Shooter Bill at- 
tempted to murder W. &. Tucker, a 
gambler, in the gambling rooms at No.

When Officer Fowler satin in on 
Powell yesterday morning the man was 
in his shirt sleeves and unarmed. He 
offered no resistance, and' was locked 
up in the City Prison. He will be tried 
on a felony charge, if it is possible to 
seeure the witnesses to bis» attempt 
upon Tucker's life.

Solicitors Work the Interior Towns 
While “General” McKinstry 


Werks the Growler and Takes 
. Ais Share of the Plunder, 


The San Francisco Chronicle exposes 
‘the operations of the debris of what 
was styled the “Gospel Army,” an 
Outfit of expelled Salvationists that 
went to pieces in San Francisco after 
an attempt to trade upon the reputa- 
tion of the Salvation Army and the 
Volunteers. According to the San 
Francisco paper, one R. McKinstry 
and a few accomplices are ‘doing the 
best they can” by collecting money 
under false pretenses from s An- 
Feles to Shasta.

NEW OIL TERRITORY. 


INKY PETROLEUM PICKED UP 
NEAR COUNTY HOSPITAL, 


Local Producers Are the Finders, 
Shut-down Generally Observed. 
Big O11 Sales Made—Standard 
Wants Oil—West End—Notes, 


What promises to become an impor- 
been 
made by Scott & Loftus. The new 
oil-bearing territory lies about three- 
quarters of a mile southeast of the 
County Hospital, and is believed to 
have no connection with the Los An- 
geles field proper. The oil i8 as black 
as ink, and of about 17 deg. gravity. 
It is helieved to be a very superior 
fuel oil. The extent of territory and 
richness of the strata are as yet 
merely conjectural, as the depth of the 
oil sand has not been ascertained. But 
one well has been opened in the local- 
ity, and this one has been drilled lit- 
tle more than 600 feet in depth. Be- 
fore the present level was reached con- 
siderable water was encountered, but 
the exploiters were successful in cas- 
ing it off, and now have about a ten- 
barrel well. The drill will be sent 
down through the ojl sand, and it is 
expected a far larger product will re- 
ward the operators when that depth 
has been attained. 

There was considerable activity in 
the oil market during the week just 
The Santa Fé Railway Com- 
pany is said to have been the princi- 
pal purchaser. Twenty thousand bar- 
rels were sold in job lots. Of this 
amount 12,000 barrels were unloaded by 
the Oil Producers’ Trustees. The mar- 
ket was opened early in the week 
through a sale of 8000 »narrels by the 
Highland Oi] Company. Other sales 
are reported to be on the tapis, and 
the Standard Oil Company is credited 
with a desire to secure 50,000 barrels 
of oil at 60 cents per barrel, with no 
sellers at that figure. This sweeping 
offer for large quantities is reported 
merely to show the importance of the 
petroleum industry of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and that a strong market may 
be maintained for immense quantities 
at prices ranging as high as 60 cents 
per barrel. 

The Oil Producers’ Trustees caused 
another shut-down of the local wells 
Thursday morning. This order will re- 
main in foree until about the Ist of 
December. It is asserted that no fur- 
ther cessation of pumping operations 
will be necessary after that date. The 
order is being generally observed, even 
by ate not members of the com- 
pact. | 

The Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is having an iron storage tank 
erected near its roundhouse on Buena 
Vista street. It will have a capacity 
of 30,000 barrels. 

Oil development in the western ex- 
tention is now confined to Dr. Lamb’s 
site at the northwest corner of Bon- 


nue, Well No. 2 is being drilled, 
and rich oil sand is expected at a 
depth of 1100 feet. 
W. D. Campbell: says he has _ not 
leased his former residence site on 
Ocean View avenue for oil exploita- 
tion, and has not determined to per- 
sonally engage in its development, but 
declares that were he to do so such 
action would not be inconsistent with 
the efforts of his former neighbors to 
develop oil in the block bounded on 
‘three sides by Ocean View avenue and 
Arnold and Bonnie Brae streets. 


Mr. Robinson, senior member of the 
firm of Robinson & Summers owners 
of producing oil property at the north- 
east corner of Pearl and College 
streets, says he expects to become 
one of the heaviest oil producers in 
the Los Angeles field during the com- 
ing year. He owns two or three 
pieces of acreage on the East Side, 
and will develop them during the next 
few months. He asserts that these 
tracts lie within the eastward. trend 
= the oil strata of the eastern exten- 
sion. 

Parke, Frick & Manatt have erected 
a derrick a few feet northwest of 
their well on Ramona avenue '§ near 
Adobe street, and will begin drilling 
operations the latter part of this week. 
The formations lying above oil sand 
in this locality are similar to those 
of the western extension. 

Carl & Baker are making satisfac- 
tory progress at their site'a few feet 
eastward from the a*ove property. 
They uncovered surface Water at a 
depth of ninety feet, but had little 
difficulty in casing it off. Oil sand lies 
at a depth of about 900 feet in this 
territory. 

The Rex Oil Company has removed 
the derrick and machinery from its 
“wildeat”’ site at the southwest corner 
of Ramona avenue and College street. 
The abandonment of this site, and 
that of Carl & Baker, a few hundred 
feet further north, has suspended all 
exploitation in that direction. The 
work done was of value in determin- 
ing the trend of oil sand. The oil 
strata apparently lie fifty feet south- 
east of the junction of College street 
and Ramona avenue, at its northerly 
boundary in this locality. With these 
bearings for guidance, it is an easy 
matter for exploiters to confine their 
operations within the true oil terri- 
tory. 


Drilling operations are in progress at’ 


the new Rommel! site on Pearl street, 
100 feet north of Adobe street. Two 
wells will be drilled at this site. An 
entirely new rig has been put in. 

The Bradford Oil Company is in 
sand at a depth of 900 feet, at well 
No.2, near the southwest corner of 
Pearl and College streets. These wells 
are in fair oil territory.

Drillers are at work at the new Van

Water Company's well. 

Work has been progressing under 
difficulties at Fletcher & Doggett’s site 
for two wells at the northwest corner 
of Pearl and Cottage streets. A crooked 
hole made it necessary to remove the 
derrick a few feet and begin drilling 
operations anew. A depth of several 
hundred feet had been drilled before 
abandonment became necessary. This 
property lies in good oil territory. 

The Hillside Oil Company has tubed 
its new well, just east of the north end 
of Pearl street. 

Satisfactory progress is being made 
at the brickyard company’s well No. 3, 
near the apex of the hill, 300 feet north 
of the Hillside Oil Company property. 
‘& derrick has been erected at the 
site for a fourth well in Deputy Sheriff 
Murrieta’s home grounds, on the north 
side of College street, 200 feet east of 
Pearl street. The development of this 
property is in progress under the di- 
rection of the Slocan Oil Company. 
The Rex Oil Company is drilling sev- 
eral wells on the opposite side of the 
street. 

Davis & Harrison’s new well, 100 feet 
south of Bernardo street and 100 feet 
east of Adobe stréet, is about ready for 


the tubing. A good body of oil was 
uncovered at a depth of 800 feet.
